. EXPLODED IDEAS. 


“The idea that birds can only soar oy 
aid of ascending,currents, or eddies “due 
to co \weetion, appedrs to he definitely dis- 
proved. “Dr,.“Hankin repentedly observed 
soaring: in aic: filed with tiny fea atts 
or “winged” seeds, when” the mot 
theso very light objects failed to pereel. 
any tarbulence or pesodigg curreat. Nes 
vertheless, aparing does appear to .be in 
some way" dependent upon the presence 
of certain conditions| in the atmosphere. 

' Birds, dragon flics,' and fying fishes,” 
‘says Dr, Han! “can execute two kinds 
of soaring Gi bt—slow and fast— ha- 
racterised by different, wing dispositions.” 
The speeds oro remarkably, similar, des- 
pite the widely different character. and 
sizes of these creatures, “so that there 
isno room for doubt that we are jfealing 
with the~same’phenomenon in each case.
